After playing its cards very close 
to 了 be chest for several months, the 
LEour Seas Investment Corp.，owner 
iof the International Hotel on 
Kearny St.，showed its_ hand last 
LIuesday. It was an eviction notice 

Which ordered the tenants of the 
three-story brick building to vacate 
the premises in 30 days. 

The eviction notice ended months 
Loftspeculation as to what Four Seas 
Lould do with the 68-year-old con- 
idemned hotel after acquiring it last 
March.“The hotel is 训 bad shape. 

Itshouldn't be inhabited by human 
| beings,” attorney Jack P，Wong， 
| corporate secretatry and a member 

ofthe four Seas Board of Directors， 
was quoted as saying last week. 
Wong said that Four Seas had no 
chioice but to _ order the building 
yacated，although he gave no other 
Lindication of what the eviction was 

Imeant for. 

But eviction notices are nothing 
new to those whose 1livelihood is 
directly affected. Milton Meyer Co.， 
Which formerly held the rights to the 
International Hotel，had tried and 
failed more than once to throw out 
theninety-some elderly Chinese and 

Pilipino residents of the hotel and 
the dozen or so street. front stores 

and commtnity organizations which 
thebuilding also houses.“(The evic- 
tion notice) came as no SUIprise 避 
US .there was no great panic,” 
said Bill Lee，a spokesman for the 
tenanfts. Lee Said_no one Was _ even 
thinking of moving out. The tenants 
are developing plans to enlist the 
Support of the community in their 
quest to stay，he said .

UP 
until now，the _ building has been 
hired out for a flat fee of $4,000 a 
month, which is paid by the tenants 
of the hotel and the stores in the 
building. Hotel rooms are rented out 
for about $30 a month. 


REFURBISHING 

The building, covering 15,123S sq. 
仕 . of land space, was found to be in 
violation of city building, plumbing 
and electrical codes in 1969. Four 
Seas was Immandated by a court order 
to either make the necessary repairs 
Or to demolish the building -by 
November，1974，Diones said the 
cost for refurbishing the entire 
building was estimated “not to 
exceed .$235,000,” including abonut 
$2,500 worth of new electrical wiring 
for the hotel itself. After a fire in 
1968 in which three persons were 
killed，30 rooms in the hotel were 
conyverted into fire escapes，said 
Diones. The hotel now has 1S30“1liv- 
able rooms,，”he added. “This is 
actually one of the safest hotels (in 
the city)” he said 

Gilbert Graham，a lawyer from 
the San Francisco Lawyers Commit- 
tee for Urban Affairs，said he was 
seeking on behalf of the hotel ten- 
ants to negotiate with Four 9eas， 
hoping to stave off an eviction.

The Richmond Maxi-Center，a 
new mental .health care facility 
aiming to serve the residents of 
the Richmond, is $56,000 andone 
brewing controversy away from 
becoming a_.reality. Last Thurs- 
day, the Citizens Advisory Board 
(CAB) of the District V Mental 
Health Center voted 9-4to award 
a $257,000 staffing grant for the 
new center to Westside Commu- 
nity Social Service Agency. The 
grant ls federal money from the 
National Institute of Mental 
Health . 

The CAB- -followed the recom- 
mendation of its Richmond ad 
hoc committee, which had earlier 
picked Westside over three other 
groups that had also submitted 
proposals for the grant. Westside 
is a corporation formed in 1970 by 
the Catholic Social Service，the 
Jewish Family Service and the 
Family Service Agency. The CAB 
choice was particularly unpopular 
with the minority persons present 
at the meeting. Several -CAB 


members and other doubters on  -- 


the sidelines just stopped short of 
calling the white-dominated 
board unfair.

In a debate before the vote was 
taken，several Supporters of 
Westside gave reasons for their 
preference.

MIND OUR OWN BUSINESS 


We are dismayed at the public acknowledgment by our govern- 
ment that 过 had a hand in the toppling of the Salvador Allende 
regime in Chile. The issue that concerns all of us is whether one 
nation has the right to interfere with the domestic affairs of another. 

We should keep in mind this main issue and not be sidetracked by 
other considerations. For example，we should not be overly con- 
cerned with the inconsistent testimonies of Secretary Kissinger and 
other high governmental officials regarding our involvement. We are 
not interested here in the internal administrative mechanisms of the 
White House and the CIA. 

We should also make it clear that in discussing this issue，we are 
not imaking ajudgment on the Allende regime. 

Eirst，recent history has shown that when the United States 
meddlea with the civil problems of another nation，the result was 
often disorder and war. The Indochina war killed, maimed，and dis- 
placed hundreds of thousands of persons abroad, hot to Inention the 
economilc destructiveness，misunderstanding and polarization at 
home which will take yearsto heal. With so much to do domestically， 
it is diftficult for us to_ continue to accept America's role of “world 
policeman.” 

Second，although we do not deny that other nations，communist 
and otherwise, spend millions for foreign intelligence and interven- 
tion,， should we pattern our foreign policy on other nations” aberra- 
Lions2 Others jail, torture and execute their opposition party mem- 
bers. Others send troops to put down their neighbor's revolution . 
Others colonize the weaker nations by guns and unequal treaties. 
Are we content to follow suit2 HI we based our foreign policy on the 
transgressions of others，we would be clearly a case of moral 
decadence. 

Third, our community has been polarized for many reasons. One of 
the more important ones concerns interference from foreign govern- 
ments. Ifthe Chinese American commtunity is to experience an ideo- 
logical rebirth and to raise the political awareness of its residents, 让 
must first shake off all foreign entanglements. In this，we should 
clarify that the term“foreign agents”includes both bonafide agents 
sent by another nation to work in our community，and local zealots 
who have dedicated their energies to a foreign cause， We have to 
draw aline here because seldom do foreign agents have the commu- 
nity"s best interest at heart. If we dont want foreign interests to 
interfere with our community's affairs，we must first stop meddling 
with other nations" affairs， 

We believe in freedom and democracy，both for our nation and in 
our community. Freedom and democracy cannot be realized 让 we 
allow foreign intervention to be part of the system. Let us tell the 
officials in Washington to keep our hands offt others' business and at 
the same time, resist foreign influence at home. 


KEEPING IN TOUCH

Imunity. However，we also recognize our limitations. Though we 
would be glad to serve the entire nation,， we find it extremely difficult 
to find responsible reporters and correspondents.

Locates at Historic Site

When Chia-Chen Yin, manager 
and member of the board of di- 
rectors of the New American 


Asian Bank, scouted the location -

cisco，he came upon an inscrip- 
tion above an antiquated safe. 
The inscription read: Canton 
Bank. 

Suspecting that the Canton 
Bank might have no connection to 
the Bank of Canton，Yin checked 
State banking records. He found 
that the site ofthe new bank once 
boused what remained for many 
years the leading bank for about 
100,000 Chinese scattered 
throughout the United States and 
Mexico. According to Yin，the 
Canton Bank has quite a history. 

A prominent member of the 
local Chinese_ community，Look 
Tin Eli organized a group of 
wealthy Chinese and they estab- 
lished a banking institution on 
October 1,1907. He had been on 
the _ staff of the JInternational 
Banking Corporation (owned by 
the National City Bank of New 
York) and the Russo-Asiatic Bank 
in San Francisco. Look，who was 
born in Mendocino County,malso 
later founded the Chinese Mail 
Steamship Company and organ- 
ijized the Sing Chong Bazaar. 


COINS 
Coins，worth $123,600 at that 


time，accounted for the paid-up 


capital of the bank. In 1917 the 
spanking new headquarters were 
opened at the corner of Mont- 
gomery and Sacramento streets. 
At that time Sacramento Street 
was the main street of China- 
town. 

Unfortunately，Look died soon 
after in 1919 and the Chinese 
Mail Steamship Line went into 
voluntary liaquidation in 1923. 
Rumorsrcirculated that the Can- 
ton Bank was financially involved 
and on July 21，1926，the bank 
folded. 

Now at the site there is a new， 
distinctly Chinese-oriented bank， 
and the instigator and chief stock- 
holdqer is'63-year-old C. Y. Tung， 
owner of the Hong Kong Orient 
Overseas Shipping Company and 
a pioneer in international ship- 


ping.

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Fresno Chinatown: A Castoff Cauldron

Eresno'"s Chinatown is located 
in what is sometimes called“the 
most visible streetwalking district 
in _ California.” It is an area of 
slow-movers and dilapidated 
buildings worn from the decay of 
forgottenness. 

Populated by Chinese，Japa- 
nese，Mexicans and blacks，the 
12-block Chinatown tableau is a 
kettle in isolation，literally nest- 
ing on “the other Side of the 
tracks.”Blocked by the railroad， 
a freeway and industrial zoning， 
the once-bustling community of 
family associations，Chinese 
Schools and Some 200 businesses 
is noOw home to only the “older 
estabjishments” who chose to， 
and the “dregs” who had to， 
remalin behind，said Allen Lew， 
an architect from a firm bearing 
his name. 

The area itself was at one time 
| expected to be wiped out，accord- 
| ing to Allen Mar, Jr.，owner of a 
department store in the commu- 
nity and current president of the 
city S Chinese Consolidated Be- 
nevolent Association. Chinatown 
Was to be made part of a clover- 
Jeaf freeway configuration，which 
would have effectively crippled 
the eommunity's businesses，in 
order to accommodate the new 
shops in Fresno's downtown mall 
located on the greener side of the

Neon Signs，Ssymbols of 
identity for many of the area's 
stores, were taken down to satisfy 
the city's desire to _ achieve the 
“sedate”look, Mar recalled. 

No one in the community was 
consulted when the redevelop- 
ment of an adqjacent industrial 
area called for the construction of 
concrete blocks that closed of 
traffic to _ Chinatown. Only after 
much rallied community opposi- 
tion and political infighting were 
the blocks removed, Mar stated. 

Even when city officlials attempt 
to improve the Chinatown area， 
Mar remarked,， it is often not 
done in consultation with China- 
town's inhabitants._ When the 
city wanted to narrow the 20-foot 
Slidewalks by 8 feet to allow more 
traffic into the area, they tore up 
the streets “during the busiest 
Season，”he added. 

Today, approximately 50 of the 
original 200 businesses remain 也 
Chinatown，with restaurants and 
bars the most visible. There are 
no family residences; only room- 
ing houses _ exist Property lots 


stand，appearing quite aban- 
doned, often split into as much as 
ten pieces among members of old 
Chinese families，making rede- 
velopment next to impossibjle. 
LACKLUSTER 

Mar's department store is one 
of the few businesses remaining， 
standing _ almost indistinguish- 
able from the other low-level 
lackluster buildings on the street. 
Asked why he chose to stay when 
most Chinese and Japanese be- 
gan leaving the area in the 50's， 
he spoke of “deep-down roots” 
and…good business.”Business is 
Seven days a Week，as it -Was 
when his_ parents founded the 
place 43 years ago; only now the 
hours are a bit shorter and the 
“profit margin is not the same:

retail trade and expanded whole- 
sale eastern pork and lamb proc- 
essing sales. Keepingtheir First 
in Quality Since 1925” slogan， 
the brothers moved operations to 
the current plant on West Dakota 
Street seven years ag0. 

About the Chinese community，

To Rev. Edward Tong of the 
First Chinese Baptist Churcfi, the 
Asians are almost the “establish- 
ment in Fresno.”They are not a 
minority in terms of beingunder- 
privileged，he said. “Families 
here are Americanized 一 they 
don't pose a _ crime problem. 
They're satisfied . . . (they seek) 
the American dream.

He added that the youth in 
Fresno are not in rebellion 
against the dream. “You dont 
see kids in tattered jeans and 
roughing it ”he remarked. 

Indeed, Asian students in Eres- 
no _ are low in ethnic conscious- 
ness， Said Rita Yee，a part-time 
instructor of Asian American 
Studies at Eresno State Univer- 
Sity， 

For all intents and purposes， 
“Fresno is a banana factory， 
chimed in Stephen Thom, the de- 
partment's instructor. The Fres- 
no Chinese are“hupg up on ac- 
commodation and assimilation. . 

.They're not looking into their 
deep roots，so they get into a lot 
of self-hatred,”he stated.

Of the 1200 Asian .students 
enrolled on campus，only 92 are 
enrolled in the five Asian Ameri- 
can courses offered this fall，said 
Yee.
